The inoreasing use of teleohones in Canada is indicated 
by the number. of telephones. ner 100 population; during 1925 the 
average increased from 11.62 to 13.228. In this respect Canada was 
surpassed only oy the United Stetes where the average was 14.3 ana the 
only other countries to approach this density were Denmark with 9.0 
and New Zealand with 3.7. télephones per 100 population.

17.72, Ontario 16.39, Saskatchewan 12,028; Alberta 10.75, Manitoba 
10.528, Quebec 8.86, Nova Scotia 7.48, New Brunswick 7.18, and

The pole line mileage showed an increase during the 
year of less than one per cent, but the wire mileage increased 9 per 
cent for an inorease of 6,7 per cent inthe murber of telephones. 

The investments in plant were increased by 916,651,417, or 8.6 per 
cent and revenues were greater than in 19284 by $2,911,019, or 8.6 per 
cent. 


The 8,495 telephone systems include the three large 
provincial systems in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alserta, and two 
smaller systems belonging to Ontario, also the system operated by 
the Parks Branch of the-Department of the Interior of the Dominion 
Government. They include 144 municipal systems, the larger ones being 
operated by the cities-of Edmonton, Fort William'ard Port Arthtr, The 
bulk of the 1,551 cooperative systems is in the prairie provinces. 

The remainder is composed of 508 stock companies, 106 partnership and 
186 private systems. Pay telephones include 411 telephone instruments 
losated in railway stations, stores, etc. and which have rare 
receivers attached and which require fare to be paid.for each 
connection made. Rural telephones include a11 telephones of the 
cooperative rural: associations and &lso telephones of larger companies 
where several telephones are connected on one circuit and each 
telephone is called by a set number of rings. The majority of rural 
telephones are in residences although some are in country stores and 
offices. The business and residence telephones are practically all 
mroan., ;

The number of telephones in Canada has increased from 548,421 in 1916 
to 1,201,008 in 1926, or by 119 per cent during the ten years. The cost of 
wroperty and equipment has shown an even greater rate of increase, amounting to 
$227,155,900 in 1926, as against $88,520,020 in 1916, which was an increase of 
$138,635,880, or over 156 ver cent. The number of telephones per 100 population 
a decade ago was 6.82 and in 1926 it had increased to 12,79, the only country 
having a higher average being the United States with 14.8. Germany and Great 
Britain and North Ireland had more telenhones than Canada, but with their 
larger populations their densities were 4.1 and 3 per 100 population respectively. 


The rating of the provinces according to the telephone density 
remained the same as in 1925 although the densities increased in each province. 
British Columbia was first with 18.5 telephones per 100 population; Ontario 
had 16.9: Saskatchewan 12,5; Alberta 11.7; Manitoba 11.1; Quebec 9.4; Nova 
Scotia 7.45; New Brunswick 7.42; and Prince Edward Island had 5.3. These aver-— 
ages are based on the total number of telephones, including residence, business, 
public pay stations, etc. and the estimated populations for 1926, 


Due to consolidations, principally by smaller systems being purchased 
by larger systems, the number of systems decreased during the year by 16, 
from 2,495 to 2,479. This total includes the three large provincial systems of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and the private and municipal systems. There 
were 142 municipal systems, the larger ones being operated by the cities of 
Edmonton, Fort William and Port Arthur. The cooperetive systems numbering 1 560 
are mostly small. Saskatchewan had 1,187 of them, Nova Scotia 209 and Ontario 
58. The private systems include 490 stock companies, 107 partnerships and 174 
systems owned by individuals, 


The increase in the number of televhones during the year was 516,13e, 
or 5.1 per cent. The business telephones accounted for 13)682, or23.5) per 
cent of the increase, residence telephones for 40,592, or 69.8 per cent, rural 
telephones for 1,879, or 3.2 per cent and public pay stations for 1,9/9, 

5.5 per cent of the total increase. 


The wire mileage increased by 286,441 miles, or by 9 per cent which 
was ata greater ix: te than the number of telephones increased and the average 
miles of wire /increased “From 2,64 miles to 2.75 miles. The wires per pole 


also increased from 15.5 in 1925 to 16.4 in 1926,

‘The number of telephones 
installed was 1,334,534 which was an average of 13,82 per 100 population, ‘The only 
country to exceed this density was the Unived States with an average of 15.8 in 1927 
and the only other countries to a proach i. were New Zealand, Denmark, Sweden and 
Norway which ranged from 10 to 6, telephones per 100 population in 1927. Of the 
provinces, British Columbia showed the greatest density with an average of 20.8 
telephones per 100 population, Ontario was second with an average of 18.3 and 
Saskatchewan wag third with an average of 15,2, the other provinces being in the 
following order: Alberta 12,3, Manitoba 11.8, Quebec 10,4, New Brunswick 109, Nova 
Scotia 7.8 and Prince Eiward Island 5.7, 


An estimate of the number of telephone conversations during the year was 
2,292,000,000 local and 36,177,000 long distance calls, ‘These estimates were based 
on estimates made by systems operating over 77 ver cent of all telephones in Canada 
and their estimates were based on actual counts made on days of normal business 
activity, and after adjusting for vncompleted calls, holidays, Sundays, etc., the 
average was multiplied by 365, The long distance calls in practically all cases were 
the actual long distance calls put through or completed. The average was 1,717 local 
and 27 long distance calls per telephone and 241 telephone conversations per capita 
as compared with an estimated average of e221 in 19¢7. The estimated average for the 
United States in 1927 was 225 and for New Zealand, 17%. 


The largest increase in the number of telephones was in Ontario where 30,875 
were added during the year. Quebec came yecornd with 20,322 and British Oolumbia 
third with 8,191. The total wire mileage was 3.9%2,867 miles which was an increase for 
Une syear of 491,63c miles, or 11 per cent, and the pole line mileage, including L546 
miles of underground conduit, amounted to 207,£66 miles, an increase of 3,321 miles, or 
1.6 per cent, The miles of wire per telenhone increased from 2.85 miles in 1927 to 
2.99 miles and the miles of wire per mile of pole line increased from 17,6 miles 3nsige? 
to 19,2 miles, 


The total income of all systems amounted to $61,791,333 as against $56,907,338 
in 1927 and expenditures were $51,542,544 as egainst ¢48,561,916 in 1927, The income 
for 1928 averaged $46.30 per telepnone, or approximately 2% cents per call including 
local and leng distance calls. Many of the rurai and cooperative systems are operated 
without profit which tends to lower these averages slightly, but for the systems 
reporting estimated local calls the average vevrsnue (long distance revenue excluded) 
ranged from 1.3 cents to 2.9 cents with a weighted average of 2.14 cents per completed 
Call. The higher averages were for sysvems serving large cities. 

The statistics of the lerger systems only are shown on pages 5 - & but the 
Summary tables on pages c - 35 and 4 include all telephone systems in Canada, The 
incomes shown in the summary tables include 211 income and expenditures include taxes, 
interest, etc,, but not dividends.

The installations of telephones in Canada continued to increase during 1929, 
the total number installed, 1,399,986, exceeding the total for 1928 by 65,452, or 4.9 
per cent. The average number of telephones per 100 population was 14.29 anc the 
United States with 16.3 (192%) was the only country with a greater density. Germany 
with 2,950,430 and Great Britain and North Ireland with 1,759,686 (1928) were the only 
other countries with larger numbers of telephones, but their averages per 100 
population were only 4.6 and 3.8, respectively. The greatest provincial density was 
in British Columbia where the average was 21,2 telephones per 100 population. Ontario 
was second with 18.9, Saskatchewan third with Watt Alberta fourth with 12.4 and 
Manitoba fifth with 11.9, Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island 
and the Yukon Territory following in this order. 


‘The number of télephones on automatic switchboards at the end of the year 
was 358,198 and on manual switchboards, 1,041,788. The number operated by magnetos 
was 408,677 and the number operated by central energy, 991,309. Ontario had the 
largest number of telephones on automatic switchboards, viz., 125,144, and Quebec was 
second with 99,281. 


The estimated number of conversations by telephone was 2,525,500,000, 
including 37,851,600 long distance conversations. This was an average of 1,830 
conversations per telephone and 257 per capita, which was a higher average than for 
any other country, the average for the United States in 1928 being 230.7 per capita. 


The total investment as reported was $291 ,589,148, which was an increase 
during the year of $23,387,497 as against an increase of $19,202,516 during 1928, 
Tis was en average investment of $208 per telephone. 


The wire mileage amounted to 4,476,213, an increase of 493,346 miles, the 
Miles of wire per telephone averaged 3.19 miles as against 2.99 miles in 1923, and the 
number of wires per pole inmcreased from 19.2 to 20.29. 


| The totel income amounted to $65,240,610, including $16,516, 208 from long 
distance calls, and exnenditures were $56,559,517 intluding $47,634,579 for opérating 
expenses, $2,096,482 for taxes and $6,928,456 for interest ahd payments on debentures, 
loans, etc. 


Practically all the co-operative systems, which numbered 1,543 with gu 123 
telephones, are operated at cost for the benefit of the members. The provincial and 
municipal systems with 245.373 telephones are also on a different vasis from the stock 
Companies and the financial data for the systems as a whole are affected accordingly. 


Table 9 shows the number of telephones connected to each class of telephone 
system in each province and also the investment by each class of system.

The number of telephones in »se in Canaia at December 31, 1930, was 
1,402,461 which was an increase over the 19e9 figure of 20,0359. This is the smallest 
annual increase recorded since 1915. ‘the eastern provinces showed increases but the 
three Prairie Provinces all bho wel deereases. In Saskatchewan the decrease was 6,501 
telephones, or 6,4 per cent, in Alberts the decease was 1,848 telephones, or 2.3 per 
cent, and in Manitoba, 1,022 telephones, oi 1.3 ver cent.

and New Zealand with 21.2 were the only other countries with averages over 150 in 1929. 


The wire mileage amounted to 4,420,224, an increase of 394,011 miles; the 
miles of wire per teleghone averaged 4.4 miles egainst 2,3 in 1929 and the number of 
wires per pole increased from 29, in to 2 eludi virds in cables and conduits). 


The total income amounted to $69,420,459, including $16,500,057 from 
long distance calls, and expenditures were 1,886,310, including $51,548,471 for 
operating expenses, $2,257,636 fur taxes end | #7 614,105 for interest and payments on 
debentures, loans , etc. 


Practically all the co-operative systems which numbered 1,537 with 63,247 
telephones are operatied at cost for the benefit of members. The provincial and

municipal systems with 239, Ugo telephonss are also on a different basis from the stock 
companies and the financial data for the systens as a whole are affected accordingly.
